broadband network (PSBN) based on a single, national network 

architecture 
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NTIA to establish the First Responder Network Authority (FirstNet) 

FirstNet to establish a nationwide public safety broadband network (PSBN) 

based on a single, national network architecture 

Reallocates 700 MHz D Block spectrum to public safety 

The Federal Communications Commission (FCC) to grant a single license to 

FirstNet for the use of  both the 700 MHz D block and existing public safety 

broadband spectrum 

Deficit-neutral funded through proceeds of  spectrum auctions through FY 

2022 

Network is self-sustained over long-term through fees 
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FirstNet consultation must occur through the designated single 

officer or governmental body designated by each state 
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Governor must notify FirstNet, NTIA, and the FCC
